hat when I talk at that Extenſive Rate, 
I ſpeak very much within Compaß, 1 am 
free to Appeal to any Man of Judgement, 
in the Variety and Numbers of the Trades, 
and the Poor depending upon them, 
which are Influenc'd by this Unhappy Caſe, 
and it would be endleſs to give a Liftof 
them. 

And yet after all, I cannot ſee one Tradeſ- 
men of any Conſideration, that Claims to 
be better'd by it; 1 have indeed heard 
ſome People Talk, and lpmorently enough too, 
that it Promotes the Wearing of Black 
Cloth, and yet Univerſally the Woollen- 
Drapers are Undone by ir, ard all join ia 
the Complaint z not a Trade of any Note; 
to Petition againſt the Regulating it; not 
any body to Alledge the Numbers of Poor, 


that are Employ'd in any thing worn by 
Mourning, to Confront with Spertle- Fields, 


and the Innumerable Throng of Poor that 
ſtand ſtill, and and are in Danger of 
being Ruin'd by it. 

Ia ſhort, tis the Cry of the whole Na- 
tion z and if it were needful to try, there 
would be found very few of the Mu- 
faturing Towns in the Kingdom, but what 
would join Sincerely ia an Addreſs, and 
beliege Her Majeſty with their Humble 
Entreaties, at leaſt to ſhorten and aſcer- 
tain the Times of Publick Mourniags ; ſo 
that they might not ſpread out of her Roy- 
al Pallace, or at leaſt fo, as they might 
not affect the General Mode and Habits 
of the People; left in Time, the ſeveral 
Trades be wholly Defiroy'd, the Employ- 
ers Cruſh'd, and the Poor Miſerably Di- 
reſs'd, Scatter d, aud Driven to all man- 
ner of Miſerics and Extremities. 

I have heard indecd,, fame Modern Po- 
liticians ſay, our Poor are not reduc'd e- 
nough, that the want of Svidicrs and Sea- 
men is ſo great, and of fuch Conſequence 
to the Nation, that it is neceſſacy io re- 


duce the Poor People to ſome Extremi- 
tics, that they way with more Freedom, 
enter into the Publick Service, in the Na- 
vy and Army; and for this they bring an 
Iaſtance of the French, the Poverty of 
whoſe People fills their Armics upon ſuch 
ealte Terms, and makes their King fo in- 
vincible. a 

commend this Practice to our Enemies 
with all my Heart, but I had much racher 
ſee our own Countrymen all too Rich to 
Lift, than too Poor to Live. 

May our Wealth Enable us to hire Poar- 
er Nations to Fight for us, rather than 
that Deſperate Method of Impoveriſhing 
the Nation to raiſe Soldiers, ſhould be put 
in Practice here; this wonld be finking the 
Ship to Drown the Rats, burning the Houſe 
to Kill the Bugs, and bringing in the 
Plague, to Cure the Small Pox; there are 
a Thouſand ways to raiſe Men, without 
Reducing the Nation, and perhaps in that 
Caſe, it only wants tu have ſome body haned, 
that could propoſe better Methods thas a» 
ny yet taken co bring it co paſs. But to the 
Cale in hand, 

If you Reduce the People to Toverty, 
and the Miſeries and Diſtreſſes of Families 
force the Men into the Army and Navy, to 
be our of the View of their Melancholy 
Houſes» and the Cries of their Starving In- 
nocent Children; What will you do with 
the Poor Helpleſs Families that are left be- 
hind ? — Do with them! Says my Poli- 
tick Captaia, that wants Soldiers; Why, 
the Government muft find ſome way to 
help them; very well, Gentlemen, now 
you hit the Caſe exactly; now do but find 
out ſome way, how either by Deductions 
of Pay, Anticipation. of Wages, National 
Bounty, or any other Fund, the Families of 
ſuch as Serve in the Navy and Armies, ſhall 
receive from the Publick ſome certain 
Subliſtence, during the Abſence of their 
Husbands , Fathers, and Relations z and 
you might ſoon Supply the Publick Service 
with Men enough both for Sea and Land 
Service. j 

But to Ruine our Trade to raiſe Sol- 
diers, is the direct way to have an Army, 
and nothing to Pay them with, which is the 

Caſe 


of ſome of our Neiqhbouts; and is indeed 
one of the Shorteſt Ways to make an end of 
the War. 

Upon the Whole, it is my opinion, That 
this Caſe of Publick Mourning is a Grie- 
rance which wants nothing towards its Re- 
medy, bur to be rightly laid before her Ma- 
jeſty, whoſe General Care and Concern for 
Trade, for the Encouragement of the lu 
duſtry and Labours of the Poor, is ſuch, 
That being but duly appris'd of the fatal 
Conſequences of theſe things to the Pub- 
lick, their rendring Trade precarious to the 
Rich, and deſperate to the Poor, and their 
dire@Tendency to a general Decay of Trade, 
Impoveriſhrene and Diſcouragement of 
the Induftrious 3 it cannot fail of a ſuited 
Application and Redreſs. 

The Petition is ſhort, the Redreſs eaſy ; 
and *tis but a Trifle will anſwer all the 
Requeſts uf the Mople, and put a ſtop to 
the Fears and Clamours of ' the Uneaſy 
Traders; only that der Majeſty wifl be 
pleas'd to direct that the State-Mournings, 
to which by the De bt of Ceremony all Con ts 
are oblig d, may nut extend without het vun 
Walls, and that the Houſhold being pre- 
ſcrib'd to ſhort Mournings, the Example 
may not influence thoſe, that, attending ar 
Court, think themſelzes oblig'd to 17s 
by their Pattern, and ſo ſpicad the Ha- 
bit, till it becomes a Nuſance in Trade, a 
Ruine to the Shopkeepers, and fatal to rhe 
Poor. 

As to this Regulation being diftaſteful at 
Foreign Courts, tis an Objettion not worth 
making, much leſs anſwering an Equality of 
Behaviour to one Court with another, is a ge- 
neral A aſwer to it ; No Court objects againft 
what is a Cuſtom or Standing Rule of a 
Country, even at dome, the greateft Court 
of Pars bag Ceremony in the World; no 
Ambaſſador Objects againſt his Recepti- 
on, let it be in What magner it will, pro- 
vided it be the expreſs ſtanding Order of 
the Court, and obſery'd to other Princes of 
equal Dignity with bis Maſter ; and jonu- 
merable Examples are to be given of this. 

The Practice alſo of Foreigo Princes 
have been before us ia this Caſe, particu- 
„ hrly in Frevre, where by an Edid of the 
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King, and for the very ſame Reaſons as are 


now alledg'd with us, viz. the Injury to 


Trade, the People were prohibited to Fo) 
into Mourning upon any occaſion for above 
* a certain time. 

t can therefore no longer be doubted, 
but if due Application be made to her Ma- 


kſty, and the juſt Requeſt of the Subjects 


duly explain'd as co what it is, will reſie re 
and ſatisfy them; ſo plain, ſo eaſy, ſv pto- 
fitable a Requeſt will nevet be denied. 

I could have fetch'd abundance of Ex- 
amples here from Foreign Courts, and 
ſhown the Care Nations Abroad have ta 
ken, to prevent every Encroachment on 
their Trade; but I could with much more 
Advantage, look back on the ſeveral 40. 
of Parliement patt here, in meer Trifles com- 
par'd to this, for the Benefit of the Wollen 
ManufaQure. 

Such as the Act for Burying ia Woollen,
